To  save  time  and  care  in  growing  flowers  aroimd  the  farm  hone,  many 
families  find  it  practical  to  grovj  at  least  a  part  of  their  annual  flowering 
plants  in  rows  in  the  vegeta^ble  garden,  where  cultivation  iDy  hoe  or  horse 
cultivator  v;ill  "be  easier  than  in  flower  "beds.

to  fill  most  of  the  space  reserved  for  flowers  with  plantings  of  small  shrobs, 
transplanted  wild  flowers,  and.  long-lived  plants  such  as  irises,  peonies,  daf- 
fodils, daylilies,   ,  ,  and   . 

Other  plants  that  go  \^ell  in  permanent  flower  beds  are  those  that 
usually  rosced  from  year  to  year  —  hollyhocks,  pet'UJiias,   shasta  daisies,  lark- 
spurs, and   .     With  those  it  is  only  necessary  to  hoc  out  surplus 

plants  after  cultivation  has  "bcon  dola^^od  long  enough  to  give  the  scattered 
seed  a  chance  to  sprout. 

Many  of  the  favorite  annual  flowers,   such  as  zinnias,  marigolds, 

calliopsis,   »  and    can  he 

(Varieties  common  in  localities) 
planted  in  rows  like  vegcta'Dlos,   convenient  for  cultivation,   easy  to  gather 

for  cut  flowers,  and  pleasant  to  the  eye  when  vjorking  in  the  garden.     Liany  of 

the  annuals  "bloom  most  freely  and  for  the  longest  period  if  kept  closely 

picked  and  not  allov/ed  to  ripen  seed.     If  these  are  planted  in  the  vcgctahle 

garden,  it  is  easy  to  gather  a  woa-lth  of  fine  flowers  v.dthout  injuring  the 

display  in  the  flov;er  heds  and  herder  plantings  aro-ioiid  the  house. 
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
